Background 

Pursuant to fecent changes to; the Hbuse of Comnadns Standing Orders, the 2018-19 Main 
Estiniates will now be tabled in Parliament by April 16“' ihstead of March 1 ®‘. As a result, the 
2018-19 Main Estimates are now divided into two distinct exercises: 

• Interim Estimates - expected to be tabled in the normal timelines (early to mid-February) 
to provide organizations with interim supply funding on April 1,2018 to ensure that they 
have necessary expenditure authority to move government priorities forward; and 

• Main Estimates - to be tabled no later than April 16,2018, in support of providing 
organizations With full supply and the balance of the funding in June 2018. 

These changes allow for a better alignment between the Budget and the Estiniiates processes; 

The release of the Main Estimates will be after the release of the federal budget allowing for 
new budget measures to be included in the Main Estimates. 

Cbmporients of Ihterini Estimates 2018-19 

Annex; A identifies the items for inclusion in the Proposed Schedule 1 tp the Appropriation Bill 
and includes the, interim supply for Vote 1 Program Expenditures and Vote 5 authority for direct 
payments to the Intematiorial Development Association pursuant to the Bretton Woods and 
Related Agreements Act. The amount of the interim estimates of $23 v8 million represents 25 per 
cent of total voted authorities of $95 .2 million to allow for expenditure authority for the first 
three months of the fiscal year. The full amount of $95.2 million for voted authorities Will be 
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approved in the Main Estimates in June and reflects a net increase of $5.9 million over die 
2017-18 Main Estimates. The increase is mainly due to the following: 

• Funding for collective bargaining of $2.9 million; 

• Omnibus funding of $2.1 million for the Corporate Asset Review, the Financial Sector 
policy funding renewal and the Canada Infrastructure Bank; and 

• Funding of $1.8 million for the 2018 G7 Summit in Charlevoix, Quebec. 

These increases are partially offset by a $ 1.8 million decrease in sunsetting funding relating to a 
Budget 2013 initiative. Cooperative Capital Market Regulatory System. A more fulsome 
briefing package will follow on the 2018-19 Main Estimates when page proofs are received in 
March 2018.
